The Contract’s 12 basic principles are adapted from 
the Platform for Action, the strongest-ever official 
action agenda for women’s rights, approved by 
consensus of 189 governments at the U.N. 4th World 
Conference on Women in Beijing a year ago. 


Our Contract seeks joint commitments from public » 
officials, policy-makers and candidates to “overcome 
discrimination based on sex, race, class, age, immi- 
gration status, sexual orientation, religion and 
disability.” It calls for: 


SHARING FAMILY RESPONSIBILITIES, with policies 
that enhance the multiple roles, security and well- 
being of women, men and children. ENDING THE 
BURDEN OF POVERTY on women and their 
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children, recognizing the value of women’s unpaid 
and underpaid labor, adequate funding for welfare 
and other social safety nets, child care, job training 
and a living wage. 


ACCESSIBLE HIGH QUALITY HEALTH CARE 
for all, including research focused on women. 
SEXUAL AND REPRODUCTIVE RIGHTS, free of 
coercion and harassment. ENDING VIOLENCE 
against women and children in every form. 


EDUCATIONAL EQUITY, opportunities and career 
development for women and girls. Guarantees of 
WORKPLACE RIGHTS. including family-friendly 
practices, job training, affirmative action and the 
right to organize unions. Active roles by government, 
the public and private s«ctors to expand ENVIRON- 
MENTAL PROTECTION 
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The Contract salutes WOMEN AS PEACEMAKERS 
and seeks our inclusion in policy-making aimed 
at preventing wars and reducing military spending. It 
calls on the U.S. Senate to HONOR COMMITMENTS 
by ratifying the U.N. Convention to Eliminate All Forms 
of Discrimination Against Women (CEDAW), which has 
been blocked for the past 16 years! 


Finally, the Contract pledges federal and state 
policymakers to work in partnership with women’s 
groups to enforce a “LONG-TERM PLAN TO ACHIEVE 
EQUALITY AND EMPOWERMENT FOR WOMEN.”
